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A  NEW  RACE  OF  NAPAEOZAPUS  INSIGNIS  FROM  ONTARIO

A  recent  study  of  the  genus  Napaeozapus  has  revealed  a  hitherto 
undescribed  form  from  the  province  of  Ontario  to  be  known  as: 

NAPAEOZAPUS  INSIGNIS  ALG0NQU1NENSIS,  subsp.  nov. 

Type:  Adult  female  skin  and  skull,  No.  14,730,  Royal  Ontario  Museum 
of  Zoology  collection,  from  Smoke  Lake,  Algonquin  Park,  Ontario, 
collected  August  16,  1940  by  J.  R.  Dymond.    Original  number,  1588. 

Geographic  Range:  Southern  Ontario,1  east  to  Lake  Edward,  Champlain 
County,  Quebec.  From  the  southern  limits  of  the  range  of  the  species 
in  Ontario  (north  Peel  County,  north  York  County  and  central  Ontario 
County)  north  to  Bigwood,  Sudbury  District  and  Lake  Nipissing,  east 
at  least  as  far  as  Lake  Edward,  Champlain  County,  Quebec. 

General  Characters:  Smaller  than  Napaeozapus  insignis  abeitorum  as 
compared  with  specimens  from  the  type  locality,  Peninsula,  Ontario: 
about  the  size  of  Napaeozapus  insignis  insignis  as  compared  with 
specimens  from  Jefferson  Notch,  Coos  County,  New  Hampshire,  U.S.A.: 
in  colour  differing  from  both  abeitorum  and  insignis  as  the  dorsal  stripe 
is  less  clearly  defined  and  tends  to  blend  into  the  side  colour,  lacking 
the  clearly  demarcated  dorsal  stripe  of  these  two  forms.  The  sides  are 
bright  lacking  the  pale  clay  colour2  which  characterizes  the  specimens 
of  abeitorum  and  insignis  examined. 

Colour:  Broad  dorsal  stripe  extending  from  snout  to  base  of  tail,  black, 
heavily  interspersed  with  ochraceous  tawny;  sides  ochraceous  tawny,

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lightly  streaked  with  blackish  hairs.  Ventral  parts  white;  ears  black 
streaked  with  ochraceous  tawny,  edges  of  ears  ochraceous  tawny;  tail, 
dusky  brown  above,  with  the  exception  of  the  terminal  portion  which 
is  white  above  and  below;  underparts  of  tail  white. 

Skull:  Smaller  than  abeitorum,  about  the  size  and  proportions  of  insignis. 
Width  of  interorbital  constriction  greater  and  breadth  of  zygomatic 
arches  narrower  than  abeitorum. 

Measurements:  Type  specimen  (adult  female):  Total  length,  238  mm.; 
tail  vertebrae,  144  mm.;  hind  foot,  31  mm.  Skull:  Type  specimen 
(adult  female  teeth  slightly  worn):  Condylobasal  length,  21.3  mm.; 
zygomatic  breadth,  12  mm.;  interorbital  constriction,  5  mm.;  upper 
molar  tooth  row,  3.8  mm. 

Average  and  extreme  measurements  of  six  topotype  adult  males 
and  six  topotype  adult  females  are:  Total  length,  c?232.16  (225-240); 
9  233.3  (225-243);  length  of  tail,  &  144.16  (140-152);  9  145.16(138-152); 
length  of  hind  foot,  cT31.16  (31-32);  9  31.08  (31-31.5).  Skull:  Average 
measurements  of  three  topotype  adult  males  and  three  topotype  adult 
femalesare:  Condylobasal  length,  c?20.5  (20-21.3);  9  20.16(19.7-20.8); 
zygomatic  breadth,  0*12.1  (12-12.3);  9  12.1  (12-12.2);  interorbital 
constriction,  c?5;  9  4.93  (4.9-5);  upper  molar  tooth  row,  d*3.76 
(3.7-3.8);  9  3.66  (3.4-3.9). 

Remarks:  The  difference  in  colour  between  the  series  of  this  new  race 
and  specimens  of  abeitorum  and  insignis  examined  is  very  pronounced 
and  may  be  readily  recognized.  The  very  bright  ochraceous  tawny 
sides  and  less  clearly  defined  dorsal  stripe  immediately  distinguishes 
algonquinensis  from  all  other  known  forms. 

Specimens  examined  from  Kazubazua,  Hull  County,  Quebec  and 
Lake  Edward,  Champlain  County,  Quebec  are  found  to  be  referrable 
to  algonquinensis.  On  the  basis  of  these  examinations  the  known 
eastern  limits  of  this  new  race  are  extended  to  Lake  Edward.
